The Irish Times. 
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A Pariitamentary Paper (No. 143), moved for by 
Mr. Vance, gives us some interesting particulars 
respecting the income and expenditure of the Irish 
Ecclesiastical Commission. The expense of the 
Commission, comprising the salaries of two Commis- 
sioners, at £1,000 a year each, a Secretary at £600, 
a Preasurer at £500, a First Clerk at £220, a Book- 
keeper at £370, eighteen clerks, and two servants 
is set down at £5,535 Is. 4d. The higher officers, as 
is generally the case in our public departments, are 
adequately paid, but the working clerks are miserably 
remunerated. Clerks, one of them a clergyman, 
and others graduates of the University, whose period 
of service extends over twenty-four years, are re- 
warded by a salary of £120 a year. Being an 
Ecclesiastical Commission, we suppose it was in- 
tended to carry out fully the Church system, and 
keep the working men, like curates, in Apostolic 
poverty. Clerks whose period of service extends 
from five to seven years receive £80 a year, which 
is less than the wages of a tolerable carpenter. ‘The 
hall porter, whose mental duties cannot be very 
onerous, and who has no necessity to spend much to 
maintains his position in society, receives 434 
128 year. Only forthe name of the thing, it is far 
better to be hall porter than clerk under the Lrish 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 

But this sam of £5,535 does not embrace the entire 
expenses of the Commission. There are expenses in 
the architect's department, £2,950; salaries for 
law clerks to solicitors (the salaries to solicitors are 
not mentioned), £4290; rent, 4831 4a. 8d. Then 
comes a strange item in the shape of supernumerary 
clerks, who figure for £252 11s. Id. Incidents and 
an “iron door” come to £130 17s. 10d; receipt 
stamps and postage amount to £180 3s. 5d.; fees, 
expenses, &c., £206 28. Id.; advertisements and 
printing, £221 As. 2d.; transcripts of deeds, £37 14s. 
od. so that the expenses of the working establish - 
ment are £9,677 13s. 6d.; that is, the revenue of four 
Bishoprics of the value of Cork is swallowed up in 
the management of the Irish Ecclesiastical Com- 
mission. 

The revenue derived from eleven suppressed 
Bishoprics and the Deanery of Christ Church was, 
last year, £67,689. Of this sum £20,000 was derived 
from Clogher, in what way is not stated in the report, 
but we suppose by the sale of perpetuities, When 
these revenues were paid to Bishops, the localities 
from which they were drawn derived considerable 
benefit from Episcopal expenditure. The Palace was 
open, visiters were constantly passing to and from, 
even the retinue of the Bishop increased the trade of 
the place, and a Bishop could not be insensible to the 
claims of local charities or local wunts.

The Times on the Improved Financial Condition 


of India :— 

The land of the pagoda tree bids fair, after all, to 
vindicate its old character as a great, mysterious hoard 
of wealth. With proper management it cannot be other- 
wise. The precious medium must be there, for it is 
constantly flowing thither, and it trickles back in very 
slender streams. Hight millions and a half are annually 
paid by us to India for opium and cotton; and even 
our thriving trade to Calcutta, and our Indian divi- 
dends, and our remittances of official savings will not 
account for the withdrawal of anything like this amount. 
This India is, in financial geography, a spongy low- 
land, which sucks in all the surtace drainage that 
comes down from the Western watershed. Thither 
it falls, and there it soaks in and stagnates. It de- 
scends out of sight, and only oozes up partially 
under gentle pressure. Three years ago, and there 
was none of it to be seen. It was gone down so 


altogether. Twelve months since the new Imperial Go- 


suckers would not act. Where the precious 
element was all gone no one could tell, There 
were supposed to be a few millions here and 


afew millions there, locked up in the vaults of a few 
magnificent Maharajahs, and the official returns were 
constantly repeating their statements of shiploads of sil 
ver leaving the cellars of the Bank of England to pay 
foropium,which was to be exchanged for tea and silk ; but 
what were the fortunes of these ingots after they landed 
near Garden Reach nobody could discover. Whether 
the Baboos dug holes and hid them, or the Brahmins 
stuffed their idols with them, or the indigo planters 
stowed them away at the bottom of their vats, or whe- 
ther the Calcutta merchants had got one of those great 
underground Indian palaces somewhere under the 
Maidan, and, imitative of the home country in all 
things, were establishing a rival establishment to 

Threadneedle-strect, no one could guess. All we knew 
| was that India yearly absorbed a great deal of money, 
and that, nothwithstanding this, India was crying out 
in rags that she was poor and bankrupt, and dying of 
exhaustion. 

It was under this puzzling condition of affairs that 
we here resolved to send out Mr. James Wilsoa, who 
had in this land a great reputation for being a mighty 
wizard in affairs flnaucial. He was thought to have 
a divining rod wherewith he could tell where gold lay 
hid, and to have learnt incantations potent to open 
the doors of jealously-lucked treasuries. ‘since his de- 


parture we have had many imperfect accounts of 
his proceedings, and many promising symptoms 
have been reported; but it is only now that we 


obtain any authentic news of his success. He has ac- 
tually, in the short time that he has been there, been 
able to cut some drains through that auriferous morass, 
and the gold-laden waters are coming out. At lastit 
has been forced upon the convictions of all who han- 
die the gold and silver ln that country that the State 
has claimed to a percentage of all that passes from hoard 
to hoard. We do not flatter ourselves that Mr. Wilson 
has yet succeeded in convincing the native trader that 
security tohim is wealth, and that the best invest- 
ment in which he can place a portion of his gains 
is in the preservation of those protections which will 
enable the remainder to circulate and fructify. 
Neither your native Dives nor your civil servant will 
see this all at once—if, iadeed, he ever be brought to 
see it at all. Every device that Indian cunning and 
twisting subtlety can devise will be, of course, used by 
the Hindoo to evade contributions which will be looked 
u as tyrannical exactions. We must expect all this 
until the Hindoo comes to know better, and that may 
be a long time yet ; for we have known even English 
ladies and — of very liberal education who had 
great difficulties with that part of the ethics which 
teaches that emuggling issintul and evasion ofa tax dis- 
honesty. The best way will be to make evasion impos. 
sible, and the new truth will find a readier acceptation 
when nothing practical can be gained by denying it. 
It is an unamiable tone of mind, but we fear there will be 
some secret satisfaction among the home-staying citi 
zens who have read longingly of those fine fat salaries 
that ever and anon are catalogued as the prizes of 
“competition-wallahs,’ and other fortunate folk, 
when they now see that these have to pay their 
four per cent. income-tax just like ourselves. Four 

cent. income-tax upon all the profits of Indian 
ndustry and property! We are impatient to see the 
sum this will produce. If it can be fully collected, 
it ought to set the wheels of the State machine mov- 
ing easily. The two per cent. upon incomes between 
£20 and £5 ought also to be very productive in a 
country where there cre so many small traders ; but 
every piece of that lower revenue will be the prize of 
a great deal of ingenuity between the collector and his 
victim. The licences are more obviously recoverable, 
for the man is there, and his occupation le known, and 
he can be made to pay his 2s., or his As. or his & 
The other means of revenue which Mr. Wilson has 

upon are certain. ‘The export duty upon saltpetre 
will not be readily evaded, and the 10 per cent. import 
duty will produce a considerable revenne. How Lanca- 
shire will like the 10 per cent. upon cotton yarns, thread, 
and twists, just when there isa pause in the great de- 
mand which has recently existed for Manchester produce 
we must wait to see, Lerhaps our cotton-spinners may 
take the same indulgent view as the Indian press takes, 
and think it reasonable that the spinning-mills of West- 
ern India should have this “ slight encouragement” be- 
yond the advantage of the two freights which they be- 
fore possessed ? But, be this how it may, Mr. Wilson 
has put forward a sound, reasonable system of taxation,

PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
(FROM OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENT.) 
Wednesday Evening. 
A tolerably full attendance, and the result of the 
division, showed the anxiety of the Ilouse of Commons 
last night to rid itself of its anual plague, the Ballot 
Question. Hon. Henry Berkeley, the member for 
Bristol, made one of his usual amusing speeches, in 
asking leave to bring in the bill. His tion on the 
front bench of the Opposition side of the House, from 
which he dislodged Mr. Disraeli, excited a good deal of 


merriment, which he contrived to keep up by witty 
allusions during the entire of his remarks. 


His al- 
lusion to the Government creeping under the gaber- 
dine of the Tories, to protect themselves against the 
consequences of the division, as “there was no other 
shelter thereabout,” drew down tumultuous applause ; 
as again, when, in reply to Lord Palmerston’s sugges- 
tion, that he was riding his hobby, he jocularly re- 
marked the day would come when the noble lord 
would be glad to get leave to jump on behind. 

In a House of 406 members (including the 4 tellers and 
the Speaker), 147 were found supporters of the Ballot. 
As the ardent admirers of this movement estimate their 
strength in the present House at 247, and as every effort 
must have been made last night by the Ministry to show 
their full powers, I should like to know what became of the 
remaining 100. The trath was, that last night's debate 
proved the soundness of Conservative principles. The 
tide in favour of secret voting flowed up to * certain 
point, but has now begun to ebb, and accordingly Mr. 
Chichester Fortescue seized the opportunity yesterday 
evening for reading his recantation. The sweets of 
office, which this gentleman has tasted, have so imbued 
him with Conservative notions, that he could no longer 
consent to find himself on the same lobby as his friends.

The Clerk — the following report: — The 
medical officers beg to submit to the board, for 
consideration, one or two changes in the workhouse die- 
tary, which they consider likely to be useful if adopted. 
There are constantly in the workhouse a number of pau- 
pers (otherwise healthy), with whom the ordinary dietary 
of the house disagrees, many of them having teen 
better days, and been accustomed to better food. For 
this class, it has been the habit of the medical officers 
to order plain hospital diet No. 2.“ The names 
of such persons (although they are really healthy), 
being entered on 
swell these lists unduly, and hence it happens that 
the numbers on the sick and infirm dietary are always 
in excess of the number who are actualiy sick and 
infirm. To obviate this the guardians are recom- 
mended to adopt a second hall diet for able-bodied 
adults, in addition to that now in use. It might be 
named hall diet No. 2, and it should differ from the 
present hall diet simply in the substitution of a pound 
of white bread, instead of a pound of brown bread, fur 
dinner; and of half-a-pound of white bread, instead of 
stirabout, for breakfast. Of course, this hall diet No. 2 
should be given to those only for whom the medical 
officers prescribed it. The medical officers have also 
found that the plain hospital diet No. 6 contains too 
little bread for boys after they have attained their 12th 
year. They therefore recommend that the dinner 
bread in this diet shall be augmented to 8 oz. for boys 
from 12 to 15 years of age.“ 

The medical officers also reported that, in compliance 
with the directions of the board on the last day of meet- 
ing, they had taken a census of the number at present 
under treatment in the various departmenta, and they 
found them to amount to 825, exclusive of some dispen- 
sary patients who apply irregularly, and whose numbers 
are not easily computed. 

Some discussion took place upon the above report, 
when upon the motion of Mr. Byrne, it was agreed to 
augment the boys’ dict as recommended, and to refer the 
rest of the report to the visiting committee, with di- 
rections to confer with the medical officers thereon. 

The board then proceeded to transact the usual house 
business and adjourned.

The motion was seconded and carried. 

The Rey. Mr. Minchin moved the next resolution, of 
a vote of thanks to Aldcrman Lambert, for his untiring 
interest in the society. Ile felt great pleasure in 
speaking to this resolution, which, he was sure, would 
meet with the approbation of all present. He wished 
to refer to a source of great annoyance which existed 
in his neighbourhood. Ile lived in a street where the 
residents were assailed from morning till night by 
street- beggars, whom it was utterly in vain attempting 
to keep from the doors. He had spoken to the police, 
non-commissioned officers and privates—(a laugh)— 
but it wes perfectly ineffectual. It was to be hoped, 
however, that through the medium of the press 
the fact would come to the ears of the proper 
authorities in such a manner as that they 
should (and he used the word emphatically) attend 
toit, When the law appointed detective officers 
for one purpose, he thought their services to the public 
could be very much extended by having some of them 
placed in such positions as would prevent the beggars 
from guing regularly round to different houses, and an- 
noh ing the residents. In regard to the resolution in 
hand, he felt great pleasure in moving its adoption. 

Mr. Owens seconded the motion, which passed. 

Dr. O'Connor moved a vote of thanks to the sup- 
porters: of the institution. He observed that he re- 
gretted his inability to do full justice to the resolution. 
The books of the institution proved that to the public 
officers and bodies of Dublin that society was deeply 
badebted tor kind and substantial support. 

Alderman Atkinson seconded the resolution. 

ibe Dean of Ardagh said he had been requested to 
propose a resolution which he felt confident would meet 
with their entire approval, It was, that the thanks of 
that society be given to the press, for its services to 
them. It was unnecessary for any one to say how 
very salutary and how very powerful an influence the 
press always exercised, for good or for evil, in a free 
country. (tlear, hear.) Lie was pro. to say there 
was in no country, and in no city in any country, 
a press which stood higher, or one more es- 
tcomed or more disinterested in its advocacy of 
charitable institutions than the press of Dublin. 
(Hear, hear.) They felt much indebted to it, not 
only for the good it had rendered to that society, 
but also for the many benefits it had bestowed upon 
others. IIe felt, therefore, they were called upon most 
cordially to assent to the resolution before them, 
and to tender to the press their hearty and unfeigned 
thanks for all it had done for them. He could not con- 
clude without bearing his own testimony to the sterling 
merits of the brother they had lost from amongst thei. 
Having been tur many years a member of the committee 
of that society, he had himself witnessed the untiring 
zeal ang constant exertions of Mr, Kinahan in the pro- 
motion and extension of its benefits. (Hear, hear.) 

The resvlution was seconded by Alderman Kinahan, 
who said that he could not help feeling happy at the 
kind and warm expressions of opinion in reference to 
his late brother. He would be guilty of disrespect to 
his memory, and to the committee, it he did not return 
then his most hearty thanks. 

Mr. James Haughton moved a vote of thanks to 
the secretary. Ile said he wished to call attention to 
the baths of the institution, in which it appeared the 
public did not seem to take so large an interest as might 
have been expected. He found, by documents, that in 
LAverpool the baths and washhouses had been successful 
to an extraordinary extent. The total number who 
availed themselves there of them in 1843 was 11,661 ,; 
and, in 1859, as many as 317,546. The baths of 
this society were only tolerably well attended, 
and he thought the cause was, that they were not suf- 
ficiently known. 

The motion of a vote of thanks to the secretary was 
seconded and carried. 

Mr. Vance returned thanks, and observed that he 
would endeavour to his utmost to continue his exer- 
tions in behalt of the institution. He was happy to 
find he had met with their approval, but trusted 
that, before the close of the year, some officer might be 
found who would be able to devote more time to the 
duty than he was able to do. 

The Dean of St. Patrick's was then moved to the

It is said that the present route to that country will be 
changed, and that the intercourse will, in future, be 
carried on by Ouste-Ourthe and the Caspian Sea. ‘This 
facility of communication will considerably increase 
Russian influence among the Asiatics. Nevertheless, all 
our statesmen are of opinion that the immense wealth 
to be found in these magnificent provinces cannot be 
worked for the ral good until they become the 
y of a European Power. It remains to be 
discovered what Power will accomplish their conquest. 
It is now ascertained that in all parts of our immense 
empire the corn crops present the most favourable 
i and promise an abundant harvest. The 
ucasian provinces, particularly, will give an immense 
supply of wheat. 30,000 families emigrated from the 
mountains in the Caucasus to Turkey between the 
months of August and December. The construction 
of electric telegraphs is proceeding rapidly. Almost all 
our principal towns are now connected by electric wires. 
The Government has proposed to Baron Steiglitz to 
the gold mines in Siberia.”

Secretary (Mr. Beausire) read the report and 


of accounts, which bave already appeared in 
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matters oí interest to you, 
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cannot ha ve failed to attract your attention. Take, for 
instance, the first account presented to you on the list. 
You find our expenses have rather increased during this 
last half-year over the expenses of the corresponding 
half of last year, but Ithink you will concur with me 
that, on the other side, the account is highly satisfac- 
tory, inasmuch as we have a steadily and daily increas- 
ing traffic. Increasing traffic will inevitably bring in- 
creased ; and I find by a return which has been 
handed to me by Mr. Cabrey, that the mileage actuall 

run last half-year, in excess of the corresponding half 
of the previous year, amounts to noless than 37,500 miles. 
You will also find there is some increase in the cost of re- 
pairing our stock. A part of that stock, inthe natural 
course of things, has been much deteriorated, and a con- 
siderable portion of it within this last half-year has 
been actually re-built, the whole expense of which has 
been charged to revenue. Again, the permanent way, 
which has served us honestly and well, for twelve years, 
with comparatively little repair, now, at the end of that 

constant 


twelve years, demands renewal of trifling por- 
tions. Upon this we have laid out, during the last 
half-year, a considerable sum; but, on the 
other hand, we have to our reserve 


fund a sum ¢quivalentto that out of our revenue assets, 
so that in point ef fact, we have, so to say, repaired our 
stock and repaired ourroad out of revenue. I think, in 
this point of view, you will concur with me that our 
report is of a highly satisfactory character. (Hear, 
hear.) Ido not enter into the many details which may 
present themselves here, courting rather inquiry, and 
endeavouring, so farasin me lies, to give honest and 
straightforward answers to such questions as may be 
put. There are one or two salient points however, 
which present themselves, and one, above all others, of 
singular gratification and satisiaction to the sharehold- 
ers on the present occasion is, that the arbitration be- 
tween this line and the Great Southern and Western 
Company has been carried toa successful issue. (Hear, 
hear.) The award of those highly intelligent gentlemen 
who undertook the arduous duty of settling the differ- 
ences between the two companies, has been made. The 
country to which either party for the future is to be 
considered strictly entitled has been laid down on the 
map, and nothing now remains but to get the 
sanction of Parliament to what we may call 
the Canal Purchase Bill—that is to say, the purchase 
on the part of the two rai!ways of the Grand Canal—to 
render that matter entirely complete. Allow me to 
say, in passing, that I think there is some misappre- 
hension with regard to the effect on public interests in 
relation to this purchase of the canal. For my part, I 
believe, and I know my colleagues concur with me, that 
the purchase of the Grand Canal by those two railway 
companies is, in truth, the best guaranteethat the public 
interests will be attended to. (Hear, hear.) We, on 
our part,and the Southern and Western board on its 
part, have started with the determination that when 
that canal becomes the joint property of the two rail- 
way companies, it shall be conducted in such a way as 
to make it self-supporting, and to be self-supporting it 
will be absolutely necestary to adopt a scale of fares 
and charges which will be liberal as regards the public. 
(licar, hear.) Besides, there is another party to be 
consulted, who certainly would not consent to anything 
likely to withdraw the advantages which the country 
has hitherto enjoyed from that great water 
communication, and that is the Government. A scale 
of tolls will be fixed which, when properly considered 
and fairly entertained by the public, must, in the judg- 
ment of the public, appear satisfactory to all parties. I 
now pass to remind the Galway gentlemen that a surplus 
of a satisfactory character appears on the present ac- 
count of £742. Their line has been steadily improving, 
and will continue to do so. With regard to the Ros- 
common branch, it has been opened since the period of 
which those accounts treat, and, therefore, with regard 
to that, you have no account at present. It afforded 
my brother directors and myself extreme gratification to 
be able, on a recent occasion, to settle the question of 
water supply to the city of Dublin. (IIcar, heer.) 
Acting cs the guardian of your interests, and anxious 
alike to promote the general welfare of the city,in which 
we are all so much interested, an arrangement was 
come to which cannot tail to give cheap water to the 
citizens of Dublin, at what may be consi la fair and 
honest price as regards your interests. I have just al- 
luded, and very briefly, to the few topics which | think 
demand your consideration, and if any gentleman has 
any question to ask with regard to these topics, or others 
which may present themselves, it will be my duty, to 
the best of my ability, to give a satisfactory reply. I 
now beg leave to move that the report and statement of 
accounts be adopted. (Hear, hear.) 

Lord Clancarty seconded the motion. 

Mr. Maunsell begged to call the attention of the 
directors to some matters of minor importance in the 
management of the line, but still of great consequence 
tothe public. It was the custom to close the doors 
and waitingrooms of stations when there were no 
trains starting. A lady, who knew nothing of the time 
table, arrived within the last week from England, at 
the railway station, but she found the doors closed, 
and was therefore compelled to remain in the strect, on 
& most inclement day,an hour anda half, before she got 
admission into the waitingrogms. That was a state of 
things which should not exist, and he wassure he only 
required to mention it, in order to have it — 
(Hear, hear.) There was another subject “which he 
was requested by a large body of shareholders to bring 
before the meeting. It was complained of by the people 
of Maynooth that the daily trains were neither calculated 
to suit persons leaving Maynooth in the morning, or re- 
turning from town in the afternoon. They required 
a train which would bring them into town by 10 or 11 
o'clock in the morning, and would give them the 
12 of returning in the evening at four 
o'clock, (Hear, hear.) At present the arrangement was 
most inconvenient, and called for immediate alteration. 
Le begged to congratulate the directors and the meet- 
ing on the termination of the long-pending hostilities 
between them and the Great Southern and Western 
Railway. (IIcar, hear.) It should be asource of hap- 
piness to all that both companies were now acting har- 
moniously in promoting the traffic to the South and 
West of Ireland. (Ilear, hear.) It was rumoured 
that two noble lords—who, perhaps, of all the proprie- 
tors of the soil in the West of Ireland ought to be most 
thankful for the great benefits they had derived from the 
Midland Great Western Railway—were about to oppose 
their bill in Parliament for the purchase of the canal. 
The noble lords he referred to were the Earl of Lucan 
and the Marquis of Clanricarde. He hoped, however, 
that this rumour was unfounded, and that neither of 
these noblemen would be found adopting such an unjus- 
tiflable and ungrateful course. (Hear, hear.) With 
respect to the contest which was at present going on in 


Parliament, about the Meath Railway Bill, he 
was of opision it would be very desirable 
that the idland Company should come to an 


arrangement which would be mutually advantageousto 
both parties. (llear, hear.) lle would be content to 
leave the matter to an arbitrator appointed by the 
Dublin and Meath Railway, because he was sure that 
no gentleman who occupied a judicial position between 
the two companies would allow anything wrong to be 
done. (Iicar, hear.) Once the lines of this railway 
were laid they should be made to pay, and the only way 
ta could be made to pay was by further extensions, 
and thus what now seemed an insignificant project 
would grow into a formidable rival. (Hear, hear.) 
Another subject which he wished the chairman should 
have made some observations upon was the Streamstown 
line. He opposed the making of this line from the first, 
and it now turned out that a more hopeless, senseless, 
unmeaning project never was put forward than the 
line from Streamstown to Clara, (Hear, hear.) He 
was afraid they were in what was called a “fix” about 
that line, because although Parliament was ready 
to grant new lines, it was exceedingly chary about allow- 
ing a company to abandon a line it had once conceded. 
(Hear, hear.) There was also a clause inserted in this

He took occasion, last year, to observe on the unsatisfac- 
tory condition of the debenture account, and he was b 
no means satisfied with the explanation he received. 
There had certainly been a reduction in the total of the 
44 per cent. debentures, but there had been no reduction 
in the 5 percent. The 4 per cent. debentures had in- 
creased from £47,000 to £86,000, and the total reduc- 
tion of the debenture debt was £27,000, which was in 
itself a satisfactory fact; but, as against that, they had 
issued new shares to the amount of £80,000, which 
should, of course, bear 5 per cent. dividend. That he 
considered paying debts the wrong way. Mr. 
Maunsell went on to complain that the company were 
stepping out of their proper sphere in selling new shares 
issued by them, and putting them upon the mar- 
ket in a way that unsettled the price of the 
stock, and prejudiced the interests of individual holders. 
With regard to the Galway line, he took the liberty 
of suggesting at a former meeting, that it should be 
amalgamated with the main line, and thus get rid of all 
questions of cross accounts between them and the 
gentlemen of the West. That advice was not supported, 
and now that they were rey o profit in favour of 
the Galway line, he would like to know what was to be 
done with that money when it became inconveniently 
large? There was one point upon which he could 
satisfy the meeting, and that was, they would never get 
a penrfy of it. (Hear, hear.) Ile admitted the directors 
had fully set forth their reserve fund, and the only thing 
he objected to in it was, that there was such an account 
at all. He had over and over again complained of the 
existence of this reserve fund. He was wrong in saying 
its existence, because he did not know that it existed. 
He did not know where it was, but of this he 
was certain, it produced nothing. (Hear, hear.) 
He objected upon principle to their taking from 
the shareholders of 1860 money to enrich those who 
might be shareholders in 1865. (Hear, hear.) ‘This re- 
serve fund was given up by all the great English railway 
companies. It was found by them to be productive of 
false bookkeeping, and held out to directors the induce- 
ment of engaging in works for which they did not obtain 
the sanction of the shareholders. (Hear, hear.) He had 
the opportunity of conversing, some time ago, with an 
eminent railway director of the Lancashire and York- 
shire Railway; he told him (Mr. Maunsell) there was one 
point upon which he was at issue with the Midland 
Company, and that was their having a reserve fund. 
He asked him (Mr. Maunsell) were there any bankers 
on the board ? He replied “ that the board were full of 
bankers. (Laughter.) “ Well,” said this gentleman, that 
is the reason of your reserve fund.” (Hear, hear.) The 
fact was, there was being introduced into rail- 
way management. a principle wise and whole- 
some so far as regarded banking, but which was totally 
inapplicable to railways. The legitimate purpose of a 
reserve fund in railways was to keep its rolling stock in 
good order, and to pay their servants fair wages for 
their work. The accounts presented an increase in the 
salaries paid to the officers of the company. To this 
he did not object, for he was of opinion that in propor- 
tion as the work increased, they should be fairly and 
honestly remunerated. (llear, hear.) Once the direc- 
tors had provided for the maintenance of the way and 
of the rolling stock, and had paid a fair, and even 
liberal remuneration to their officers, they were bound 
to divide between the sharcholders the earnings of the 
line, and had no right to lock up £50,000, and go on in- 
creasing it ad infinitum. (Hear, hear.) It, on the next 
occasion of their meeting, he saw there was an attempt 
to increase this reserve fund, he would move that an in- 
crease of dividend be given to the shareholders. (Ilear.) 
He was asked last year, by an excellentfriend of his, Sir 
Colman O' Loghilen, to use his influence in forwarding 
the Athenry line. The answer he gave him was, that 
the board would be anxious to make it for him 
at the lowest rate, provided he found the capital ; 
but as to giving up or mortgaging the earnings of the 
company, by handing over a sum of money for the pur- 
pose, which would produce nothing, and upon which 
dividends should be paid by abstracting from 
their dividends, he would oppose such a measure with 
all his power. (Ilear, hear.) He was very much 
surprised, on a wintry day last Christmas, when he 
found that a meeting had been held, at which £100,000 
was voted tothe Athenry line by the Midland Com- 
pany. Hedid not question but that this might have 
been a very proper proceeding, but he wished that the 
matter should have been allowed to remain over 
until there was an opportunity of convening a larger 
attendance of the shareholders, to canvass fully its 
merits. (Llear, — lie distrusted the Athenry 
line ever paying a shilling, and it was monstrous thut 
a company formed to run from no town to no town, 
through acountry which had no prospect of supply- 
ing a remunerative traffic, should have received from 
the Midland Company 10s in the pound towards the 
estimated expenses of constructing their line. (Hear, 
hear.) Atter some further observations, Mr. Maunsell 
cdncluded by condemning such extensions, and giving 
itas hisopinion that though they were called feeders, 
they weresuckers which sapped the strength of the 
main body. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Malley observed that Mr. Maunsell had touched 
upon topics which he had heretofore cadeavoured in a 
feeble manner to bring before the shareholders. He re- 
ferred to one subject in particular, which deserved their 
most serious consideration—namely, the issue of the 
shares of the company in the market. Some two or 
three years ago he called the attention of the chairman 
to the subject, and he found by a report which ap- 
peared in Saunders’ newspaper of the 25th Sept., 1857, 
that his observations were reported thus—“ With re- 
gard to the capital for extension purpose, Mr. 
Malley suggested that, instead of flooding the 
market with shares, offers in proportion to the 
ameunts they already held shor'd be made to 
the existing shareholders at par, and that these new 
shares should only be given to the public in the event 
of the proprietors refusing to take them up. (Hear, 
hear.) Under any other system, the knowledge that 
the directors had an unknown quantity of shares on 
their hands, which they could issue at any time, must 
tend very seriously to depreciate the market value of 
the company's stock.“ Mr. Ennis replied —" With re- 
gard to the suggestion made by Mr. Malley in reference 
to the issue of capital for the projected extension, he had 
only to sayjthat the board would feel much pleasure in ac- 
ceding to it.” So far as he was aware, Mr. Eunis's pledge 
had not been fulfilled,and he thought that anyepledge given 
bythe chairman of a board of directors to the share- 
holders ought to be honourably fulfilled. (Hear, hear.) 
Was it right that the directors should have the power 
of flooding the market with shares to the extent of one 
million ? It would be more legitimate for them to 
state to the shareholders, who stood by them in the 
burning and heat of the day, that any benefits which 
belonged to them would be given them. They hada 
large reserve fund, and was it not but fhir that the 
shareholders of the company should have the benefit of 
it? (Hear, hear.) He thought the shareholders should 
ss a resolution that the reserve fund should not be 
ncreased, at kast for the present. He did not wish 
it to be understood that he had any intention of reflect- 
ing onthe board, but he thought it was the duty of the 
sharcholders honestly to state their sentiments, and if 
they adopted that plan more generally, they would find 
their affairs ina better position. He never wished to 
see a meeting pass off with great eclat, for, unfortu. 
nately, it was generally the case when shareholders 
got their dividends that they assumed all was right, and 
took no further trouble. In reference to the canal 
question, he thought that company was better off with- 
out the Grand Canal, because those great monopolies 
were injurious not alone to the companies who had them 
but also tothe public. (Hear, hear.) He considered

He had no official information as 
to the opposition said to have been entered by the two 
noblemen alluded to by Mr. Maunsell, but if such was 
the case, he participated in all the observations made 
by him on that subject. (Hear, hear.) With respect 
to the Streamstowp and Clara branch, Mr. Maunsell 
failed to recollect that the original design was to make 
it from Streamstown to Tullamore ; but the committee 
before whom the matter came ignored altoge- 
ther the line adverse to it from Tullamore to 
Athlone, and came to the extraordinary conclu- 
sion of granting the whole of one line, and the 
ter part of the other, It appeared to him and the 
board that the line from Athlone to Tullamore being 
now an accomplished fact, it was no longer necessary to 
make the line from Streamstown to Clara, and accordingly 
their best endeavours should be used to abandon advan- 
tageously that branch. Mr. Maunsell had also stated 
that the poor shareholders were charged with income- 
tax which they should not be subject to under a differ- 
ent arrangement, but a certificate was given to such 
shareholders by. which they could get back the money 
which was stopped from them.
